ifext] Many types of athletics that are cultivated in the Soviet Union have become 
popular among the Afghan youth because of growing cultural ties between the 
friendly countries. This is the opinion of the USSR sports master for sambo- 
wrestling and free-style wrestling Amrisultan Nabotov. Amrisultan headed the 
department of wrestling and national types of athletics of the Tajik Institute of 
Physical Culture imeni Kalinin. He has trained dozens of first class masters and 
was the trainer for the country's combined team of sambo wrestlers. 


A correspendent of TADZHIKTA met with him before he left for the Democratic Republic 
of Afghanistan. He flew with a large group of specialized teachers from higher 
educational institutions to Kabul. He will work there in his specialty in the 
university in Kabul. 


"In the Afghan higher educational institutions, in cortrast to Soviet athletics, 
discipline is not mandatory, and athletics are a social affai ™ A. Nabotov says. 
"We widely use the program of physical training of youth in our practice. It was 
developed for the Soviet VUZ's. This program, as well as the qualification scale 
for athletic rankings have now been translated into Afghan.” 


There still is not a good athletic base in the Kabul university. Using the 
example of their Soviet friends, the young people have set up subbotniks and have 
made the simplest athletic equipment. The wrestling hall, areas for general 
physical training and heavy athletics have been equipped. 


About 300 future specialists are now involved in different types of athletics. 
Physical culture will become a mandatory discipline in the departments of agri- 
culture and law. 


"I am confident that the time will come when all the alumni of this higher educa- 
tional institution will go in for sports,” Amrisultan Nabotov said in conclusion. 

At graduation, each one will be able to obtain with his diploma an athletic ranking 
and a certificate of a public-spirited trainer in order to develop the physical 
culture movement in the most far-off corners of the young republic. They will be 
aided in this by the experience of Tajikistan which is of interest to the Afghan 
youth organizations, as well as the athletes who have visited our republic."

PRC POLICY TO TIBET, SOUTHEAST ASIA CRITICIZED

[Text ] Clouds are settling slowly over the Chinese range in Lop Nor after the blasts. 
Nuclear weapons are being tested. The latest bomb exploded in the PRC exceeded the 
Hiroshima one by several hundred times. 


Beijing is expanding the scale of military preparations which threaten India's 
security. According to a report by the Indian paper INDIAN EXPRESS, China has moved 
the missile base located in the Lop Nor area to (Nagcha), Tibet, closer to the 

Indian border. Such major administrative and industrial centcrs of India as Delhi, 
Lucknow and Amritsar found themselves to be in the fire area zone of Chinese missiles. 


Tibet has always been a mysterious, closed country. An exception has been made only 
for pilgrims who rushed from all over Asia to wership at holy places in ancient 
Lhasa. The country in the Himalayas is néw surrounded by a far more solid and in- 
penetrable curtain where Chinese missiles, aimed at the north as well as the south, 
have beer installed. 


Construction of runways, intended for combat aircraft, is in fuil swing in Tibet. 
The fire power of missile and artillery units located in Tibet has also been 
increased. 


The American paper CHRISTIAN SCIENCE MONITOR reported recently: "One of every seven 
people living in Tibet is a soldier of the Chinese Army." Strategic highways, 
which will allow Beijing within hours to transfer large military forces from inner 
Tibet to borders with India, are under construction, 


Yes, a great role is assigned to Tibet in the designs of strategists from Zhongnanhai. 
More than 30 Chinese divisions are permanently deployed here. One American author-- 
(Amory de Rencour)--who visited Lhasa, wrote at one time in his book "The Roof of 
the World, Tibet--the Key to Asia": "The strategic possibilities of the roof of the 
world, this colossal natural fortress rising in the heart of Asia and almost in- 
accessible from land, are amazing...Any strong power can control the center of Asia 
from here by establishing bases...which will be located...an hour's fight from 
Delhi..." Tibet is also often referred to as an "ideal aircraft carrier" and an 
“ideal springboard for the army's jump” in Asia, These appraisals acquire an 
especially sinister meaning when one familiarizes himself with reports from this 
region. 











“One should not close his eyes to the fact that Tibet is a poor country,” said 

Hu Yaoban, chairman of the CCP Central Committee, after his trip to the Tibetan 
Autonomous Region in the latter part of last year. Moreover he promised the 
inhabitants of Tibet to implement comprehensive reforms with the aim of improving 
their situation. 


But national oppression and the grievous situation of the local population remain 
as usual despite Beijing's widely publicized promises to render them cooperation in 
developing the economy, culture, education and science and guarantee religious 
freedom. 


The Beijing leaders conti«wwe to pursue a policy of forced assimilation, first of all 
of youth. The Chinese have destroyed practically all temples. Beijing's cruel 
punitive actions have led to a mass departure of the pepulation, a stream of Tibetan 
refugees has rushed to Nepal, Bhutan and India. 


Thus the Tibetan people have become victims of China's great power-chauvinistic 
policy. During the early part of this year there were a number of disturbances so 
serious in the Tibetan Autonomous Region that Ying Fatan, Beijing's new deputy in 
Tibet, ordered army units to "resolutely suppress the counterrevolutionary, crimi- 
nal and subversive activity.” It is also significant that recently the Chinese 
authorities have admitted for the first time the existence of a yearning among 

the broad masses of Tibetans for Tibet's independence, 


The “break across the Himalayas" plays an especially important role in Beijing's 
expansionist designs. Along with military preparations, instances of China's 
armed provocations on the border with India have increased in Tibet. According 
to a report by the magazine INDIA TODAY, this year’s sixth skirmish in succession 
between Chinese and Indian border guards occurred in early August. 


Chinese long-range guns, which are capable of firing at Indfa's border areas, 

have been installed in the Chumbi Valley bordering on Sikkim. It is well known that 
China has been illegally holding nearly 40,000 square kilometers of India's terri- 
tory and has made a claim for another 90,000. However, Beijing does not consider 
this as an obstacle to “friendship” with India. Moreover China has declared that 
the “border between the two countries has never been officially defined.” There 
exists only a “traditional” border, which India has supposedly violated and occu- 
pies Chinese territory. As a means for settling the border problem Beijing has put 
forward the so-called "Deng package,” according to which the controversy is to be 
solved through an exchange of one Indian territory for,..another Indian territory. 


Beijing continues to render military aid to rebels in India's territory. The 
activities of pro-Chinese groups pursue the goal of establishing a so-called 
"federation of independent states" under the aegis of Beijing in India's northeast, 


According to a report by the (Eysha Press Agency), plans are being nurtured in 
Zhongnanhai of establishing a puppet pro-Beijing state, a so-called "Republic of 
Kashmir." 


China continues to lay claims to the territory of Nepal, which was supposedly a 
part of the Chin empire at one time, China's claims to the Everest peak in the 
Himalayas are well know. Nepal's reaction was espectally rapid to a report that 














the Chinese mountaineers, who reached the summit, have declared it the greatest 
mountain of...China. 


Very complex electronic tracking equipment is being delivered from the PRC to the 
peaks in the Himalayas. 


It is well known that a large war in the Himalayas had been averted at one time to 
a great extent as a result of the Soviet Union's mediation at a meeting in Tashkent. 
But it is also well known that there was no calming down in Beijing. 


A highway, linking the Pakistani part of Kashmir with China's Xinjiang, has been 
constructed with PRC aid. It makes it possible for the Chinese to transfer troops 
via the so-called Karakorum highway in a matter of hours. According to foreign 
press reports, on some of its individual sections it is a six-lane route with pave- 
ments and bridges capable of withstandiag loads of up to 40-50 tons or strong 
enough to be used by tanks. The strategic purpose of the highway was also pointed 
out by the American paper the NEW YORK TIMES, remembering the military conflicts 
that occurred between China and Pakistan on one side and with India on the other in 
the same regions through which the new highway in the Himalayas has been built. 

The TIMES OF INDIA, in its turn, stresses that in the end this main highway gives 
China direct access to the Indian Ocean, 


The deal with Islamabad has made it possible for Beijing to deploy army subunits in 
camps near the Burzil Pass in the mountainous region of Baltistan, on the Pakistani 
occupied part of India's state of Jammu and Kashmir. Beijing has been directly 
participating in active militarization of Pakistan, pursuing, of course, its 
strategic goals. It has already supplied 2.5 billion dollars’ worth of weapons. 
Beyond the "Chinese wall” a special interest is expressed in the Pakistani nuclear 
program and efforts to create a so-called "first Muslim atomic bomb." Moreover 
China has offered to conduct nuclear tests on its territory and also expressed 
readiness to make available to Islamabad the means for delivering nuclear charges 
to target. 


Zhongnanhai has not stopped its “cartograpiiic agression,.” On the “historic maps" 
published in China one can see that the “dragon claws" have dug into Soviet Priamurye 
and Primorye, Sakhalin, part of Kazakhstan and Central Asia, the Mongolian People's 
Republic, Korea, part of Afghanistan and India, Nepal, Bhutan, Burma, Thailand, 
Malaysia, Kampuchea, Laos, Vietnam and all islands in the East China and South 
China seas. The general "register" of Beijing's territorial claims numbers 10 
million square kilometers. PRC borders are plotted in such a manner on these maps 
that the Yellow, East China and South China seas, the Taiwan Strait and the Gulf of 
Tonkin are all supposedly internal waters of the PRC, including many islands be- 
longing to Vietnam, Indonesia and the Philippines. So far China has only marked 
its “rights” on maps. But when it will obtain plenty of weapons, vessels and so 
forth, what is the guarantee that it will not insist on its "rights" with force? 


"Ten or twenty years after carrying out reforms, China will become rich and powerful. 
And when we str’mgthen the army, we will summon America, England, France and Japan 
and hurl back strong Russia. Thus as a result of only one battle China will become 
a hegemonic power.” These words belong to (Liang Qichao), a prominent ideologist 

of the movement of "reformers" during the latter part of the past century. But how 
much in accord they are with the course of the present PRC leadership. 




















It is well known that nobody threatens China. The country is faced with complex and 
difficult tasks in raising economy, culture, education and the welfare of the popu- 
lation. As noted at the 26th CPSU Congress the genuine interests of the Chinese 
people can be “met with a policy of peace, only with a policy of peace and normal 
relations with other states." But what has happened? One cannot term less than 
provocative the plans for the establishment in China's territory of Central Intelli- 
gence Agency espionage centers for military intelligence against the Soviet Union. 
But the most dangerous White House decision is to open to Beijing an access to U.S. 
military arsenals. 


The “alliance of the Eagle and the Dragon,” as the unofficial military and political 
alliance between Washington and Beijing was nicknamed by journalists, has compli- 
cated the situation in this part of the world to an extreme, 


A dangerous game in political adventurism is being played in the international 
arena. Its partners are the United States and China, and its stakes are the 
destinies of peace and mankind. What makes the United States and China return to 
their dangerous game again and again? It is the hatred of the Soviet Union and the 
socialist community and the open inflammatory hegemonic course aimed at pushing 
the world toward a new world war. Aspiration for hegemony in Asia and expansionist 
goals are the real reasons why Beijing advocates so zealously against the idea of 
collective security in Asia, which, as is well known, provides for equal security 
for all Asian countries, respect for their sovereignty and noninterference in their 
internal affairs. This is exactly that which does not suit the Beijing leaders, 
particularly now. 


However, not everything balances in the plans of the hegemonists from Zhongnanhai, 
the residence of Beijing leaders. The peace-loving policy of the Soviet Union and 
the entire socialist community and the struggle of people of good will for the 
relaxation of incernational tension and the strengthening of peace throughout 

the world is the wall across the path of their designs, 


During the past several days the Vietnam News Agency has refuted the slanderous 
fabrications of Chinese propaganda that the units of the Vietnamese People's 
Army billeted in Kampuchea are, allegediy, using chemical weapons. 


These fantasies, the VNA refutation points out, are completely devoid of any founda- 
tion. With their aid the ruling circles of Beijing are attempting to conceal their 
own crimes against the Kampuchean people and to disguise their intimacy with the 
United States, which represents a serious threat to the security and independence 

of people in Southeast Asia. 


The people of Southeast Asia are not building their policy on anti-Sovietism. They 
see a threat to their security precisely from China, 


As regards the Soviet Union, India, Vietnam, Laos, Kampuchea and some other countries 
are demonstrating in practice their will and aspiration for ending conflicts and 
tension in this region evoked by the intrigues of imperialists and the Chinese 
hegemonists acting together with then.

BOOK ON CAPITALIST VS. SOCIALIST DEVELOPMENT FOR THIRD WORLD

[Text] The Mezhdunarodnyye Otnosheniya publishing house has published a monograph 
by Doctor of Juridical Sciences V. Chirkin, chief of the Sector of Political Systems 
of Developing Countries of the State and Law Institute of the USSR Academy of 
Sciences, “Bourgeois Politology and Reality of Developing Countries.” A critique 

of the “political modernization” concept, it is devoted to one of the most topical 
contemporary problems-—-the choosing of a political development direction by states 
liberated from colonialiss. 


The author reports that based on the statistics adopted in international organiza- 
tions, the developing category includes 120 states in Asia, Africa, Latin America 
and Oceania. Three-fourths of them originated after World War II as a result of 
liquidation of colonial dependency. 


The book notes that developing countries are an extremely civerse world. Some of 
them with progressive regimes are marching in the vanguard of the national libera- 
tion movement, while others, contrary to the interests of their people, are pur- 
suing a pro-imperialist policy. Among them are giant countries with hundreds of 
millions of inhabitants and dwarf countries having only tens of thousands of people; 
countries that launch man-made earth satellites and also those which do not produce 
even some of the most ordinary consumer goods. Finally there are states where 
there exists a fairly strong working class which has established its parties long 
ago and also those where the predominant part of the population live under condi- 
tions of a communal systes. 


The publication examines political systems of countries of socialist orientation. 
Democracy is implemented here in the interests of the overwhelming majority of 

the population. They are characterized by similarity, which was noted at the 26th 
CPSU Congress: gradually liquidating positions of imperialist monopolies; securing 
for the people's state key positions in the economy and changeover to its planned 
development; raising the role of the working masses in public life and strengthen- 
ing the state machinery with national cadres; and the anti-imperialist character 

of foreign policy. They are expanding economic and scientific and technical 
cooperation with the Soviet Union and other socialist states. 











The imperialist states and bourgeois ideology are using various methods and means 
with the aim of directing the liberated countries toward the capitalist path of 
development. Along with methods of economic, political and military pressure 
ideological means are also used. Ome of them is the concept of “political modern- 
ization” ("contemporizing”™) . 


Supporters of this concept urge developing countries to use models of political 
institutions which have been formed in imperialist states and which, supposedly, 
would help in ensuring progress in all spheres of life. 


Using convincing examples the book shows that practice rejects the bourgeois con- 
cept of “political modernization.” This concept is theoretically unsound and 
practically useless for liberated people. The author notes correctly that it relies 
on false methodological premises of evolutionary theory without considering con- 
temporary trends of the world's political development and ignores the basic content 
of our epoch--transition from capitalism to socialism and revolutionary processes 
proceeding in some developing countries and their diverse social orientation, 
socialist and capitalist. 


The conclusion made by the author is indisputable: the only scientific theory, 
which not only explains occurring processes but also helps people of liberated 
countries to radically change society, is Marxism-Leninism. Its vitality has been 
again confirmed by practice of social development of new states.

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The Soviet man is a collectivist by nature and is characterized by the aspiration 
to share his joy with other people and to experience it socially sc that the per- 
sonal may be perceived like the public. At the same time, a vivid rite, a memora- 
ble ritual and, in essence, the attention of the collective, relatives, kinsmen, 
acquaintances and friends to a person leave a deep and good trace in his soul and 
stimulate him to noble acts. 


Many new socialist rites possessing a great force of emotional effect and playing 
an important educational role have been established in the Ukraine in the last few 
years. They include ceremonial registrations of marriages and births, presenta- 
tions of passports of USSR citizens, ceremonial initiations as workers and kolkhoz 
members, celebrations of the first pay, ceremonies during which people going into 
army service are seen off, celebrations in homor of labor veterans and presenta- 
tions of prizes and awards for labor valor. The commissions on Soviet traditions, 
holidays and rites established under the executive committees of rural, settlement, 
rayon, city and oblast soviets of people's deputies and under the republic's Coun- 
cil of Ministers do a great deal for their propaganda and wide popularization. In 
September 1978 by a special ukase the Presidium of the Ukrainian SSR Supreme Soviet 
approved the statute on them. Im particular, ome of the articles of this statute 
states that the decrees of these commissions on problems included in their compe- 
tence are mandatory for state institutions, enterprises, public organizations and 
officials. 


Groups of assistance to ritual commissions, which unite activists around themselves, 
have been established at enterprises, institutions, organizations, sovkhozes and 
kolkhozes, as well as the population's places of residence. Their work is carried 
out under the guidance of party organizations with the workers’ wide participation 
and in close contact with trade unions, the Komsomol and the Znaniye Society. 


Together with cultural institutions the commissions and their active members widely 
popularize the best experience, develop model plans for holding mass celebrations 
and for performing rituals and issue methodological bulletins. 


Many ministries and departments have become reliable assistants to the republic 
ritual commission. For example, more than 4,000 centers for the acceptance of or- 
ders for ritual services operate in the system of the Ministry of Domestic Services 
for the,Public. The network of halls and salons for holding ritual celebrations is 
developing. 


The establishment of the speciulized Svyato [Holiday] firms for ritual services 
has justified itself fully. They operate in Kiev, Dnepropetrovsk, Donetsk, Zapo- 
rozh'ye and Odessa. Such firms will soon be opened in Voroshilovgrad, Nikolayev 
and Khar'kov. 


In the republic's cities and villages there are more than 100 palaces and homes 
for festive events and more than 11,000 especially equipped premises for the per- 
formance of rituals. 


The ritual service and its material and technical base in the system of the Uk- 
rainian SSR Ministry of Housing and Municipal Services was formed and strengthened. 
Divisions were established in the ministry and in oblast administrations and rit- 
ual service offices, in cities and rayon centers. More than 450 such offices and 
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about 1,000 enterprises for the production of ritual articles, of which 22 are spe- 
cialized, now offer services. About 2,800 ritual sites were built. A ramified 
system of training and education of cadres of organizers and performers of rituals 
was established. 


As a result of the organizational and creative work dome by the executive commit- 
tees of soviets under the guidance of party organizations in the Uxcrainian SSR so- 
cialist rites have been placed on a firm state basis, operate on cost accounting 
principles and occupy an important place in the set of means of ideological and 
moral influence. 


A. I. Chernyayev, RSFSR deputy minister of consumer services: 


Russia's new modern family rituals and holidays have become an impressive manifes- 
tation of the Soviet way of life. They are conducted in a vivid and unforgettable 
way in many places. For example, Soviet bodies in Krasnodarskiy Kray, whose expe- 
rience has been approved in the republic, show a great initiative and remarkable 
creativity in the development of Soviet rites. Good work in this direction is done 
in Moscow, Leningrad, the Tatar and Bashkir ASSR, Rostovskaya and Viadimirskaya Cb- 
lasts, Omsk and Sverdlovsk. 


A total of 139 overall receiving centers have been opened at civil registry offi- 
ces and they perform a wide range of services. On assignments from civil registry 
offices domestic service enterprises sew clothing and footwear, manufacture wedding 
articles and rent wedding accessories out of turn. 


As yet, however, not all the problems are solved properly. The personnel problem 
and the planning of material and technical supply for the ritual service also a- 
wait their solution on a state basis throughout the country. 


As a rule, ministries for domestic services for the public and housing and mmici- 
pal services now mst solve problems of improvement in socialist rites without the 
active participation of ministries of culture, trade and other organizations. 


At times the allocation of premises necessary for the ritual service and the 
strengthening of its material and technical base are hampered in the localities. 

It seems that the time has come, when planning the development of tracts of houses, 
to provide for the construction of special ritual buildings. After all, the rite 
and ritual attract not only with their own solemity and beauty, but with the at- 
mosphere and surroundings in which they take place as well. 


G. K. Todriya, Georgian SSR deputy minister oi consumer services: 


We examined and solved the problem of centralization of ritual services in the 
Ministry of Consumer Services for the Public, having in mind the formation of an 
administration in the system of the ministry and of special services under city 
and rayon administrations. A great deal has been done. However, our capabilities 
have by no means been exhausted. We have also become convinced of this here, be- 
coming familiar with the experience of the Ukrainian SSR. Of course, there can be 
no single formula for the organization and performance of socialist rites for ail 
the republics. Every republic and every nation have their own national character- 
istics, which have been formed for centuries. However, for this cause it is very 
important to popularize and utilize the best experience and the methods of selec- 
tion and formation of new rites. 
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N. D. Akhmed-Zade, Azerbaijan SSR deputy minister of consumer services: 


A harmonious system of moral education, which also includes the organization of 
the ritual service, is emerging in Azerbaijan. The traditions international in 
their spirit and content--a festive review of the results of competition and the 
“sickle and hammer" and “harvest™ holidays--which have become national, have spread 
in our republic. On the Square imeni Lenin and at the Memorial of 26 Baku Commis- 
sars in Baku key production workers initiate young people into the working class, 
soldiers take the oath of allegiance and newlyweds place flowers on memorials. 
Volunteers departing for shock construction projects vow fidelity to the cause of 
the party and the nation. 


In our republic the Council for the Propaganda and Introduction of Socialist Rites 
under the Central Committee of the Commmist Party of Azerbaijan and the Commission 
on Civil Rites under the Azerbaijan SSR Council of Ministers direct the entire work 
on the introduction of new socialist traditions, rites and rituals into practice. 
The best civil traditions and rites formed in our republic have absorbed the most 
important values of real socialism, reflect the advances achievements of the his- 
tory of culture of the Azerbaijani nation and meet high ideological-political and 
moral ideals. 


At the same time, they help in the fight against the customs and rites still remain- 
ing among a certain part of the people, which do not meet our moral norms and dis- 
tort and vulgarize the people's historical experience. The republic’s workers ever 
more actively come out against ostentatious weddings and other rites and rituals of 
a commercial and mercantile nature, are intolerant of the fact that family events, 
which should leave the best memories behind, here and there out of greed turn into 
noisy feasts, at which people with expensive presents gather. 


P. V. Prasol, Moldavian SSR first deputy minister of housing and municipal services: 


Considerable experience in the development of the material base of the ritual serv- 
ice, especially in rural areas, has been accumulated in the republic. Rooms, where 
marriages and births are registered and other joyous events in people's life are 
observed, have been equipped in all the new buildings of the executive committees 
of local soviets. Unfortunately, when residential microrayons are built in cities, 
as yet the construction of special ritual buildings is not envisaged. It seems 
that the State Committee for Construction Affairs should pay attention to this. 
The problems of material and technical supply for the ritual service should also 
be solved in a planned manner. 


R. M. Mamikonyan, Armenian SSR deputy minister of consumer services: 
The ritual service is a living creative matter and a specific area of ideological 
work and it should be characterized by a combat offensive against survivals, harm- 


ful traditions and unhealthy phenomena. 


New rites. which proceed from life and from the people's real needs, are supported 
in every possible way in our republic. 
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For example, “traditional” New Year's natural fir trees are rejected in many places. 
The manufacture of synthetic fir trees for these purposes contributes to the pre- 
servation of forests. 


V. Ye. Grebennikova, Kazakh SSR deputy minister of consumer services: 


The Communist Party and the Soviet State, by supporting the progressive traditions 
of every nation and making them the property of all the Soviet people, in fact, are 
developing new revolutionary traditions common for all nations. What we have seen 
in the Ukraine confirms this convincingly. The establishment of an all-Union 
school for advanced experience in socialist rites at the Ukraine's base would be of 
great benefit for the development and consolidation of new rites and traditions in 
the country. 


N. N. Dzhumayeva, Uzbek SSR deputy minister of consumer services: 

A. Ya. Auzins, Latvian SSR first deputy minister of mmicipal services; A. A. Li- 
salaskas, Lithuanian SSR deputy minister of consumer services; and 

A. M. Aramyan, Armenian SSR deputy minister of housing and minicipal services, in 
their speeches also shared the practical experience accumulated in their republics. 
In particular, they noted the importance of an efficient solution of all problems 
connected with the legal and economic activity of ritual services and their rela- 
tions with the bodies of civil registry offices, ministries of culture and trade, 
planning bodies and the Central Statistical Administration. 


In every republic rites and rituals are enriched with national elements, which 
originate in the people's domestic and cultural traditions. These holidays are 
unique and original and, therefore, their vitality is immense and vast. 


At the same time, in the organization of the work of the country's ritual services 
there are also significant shortcomings, which now mst be eliminated decisively, 
creatively implementing the decisions of the 26th party congress. Comrade L. I. 
Brezhnev's following directive should serve as a guide in this: "The conditions 
under which all of us live and work have changed considerably in the last few 
years. The Soviet man has become different. His knowledge has been enriched, his 
erudition has risen and his spiritual needs have increased considerably. At the 
same time, the arsenal of the means at the disposal of our ideological workers has 
also expanded."

KIRGHIZ MINISTER OUTLINES PROBLEMS IN MOTOR TRANSPORT 
Frunze SOVETSKAYA KIRGIZIYA in Russian 4 Sep 81 p 2 


[Article by K. Orozaliyev, minister of Motor Vehicle Transport and Highways of the 
Kirgiz SSR: “The Transportation Conveyor: Where Are Reserves to be Sought?"] 


[Text] From morning until evening the telephones are not silent in the ministry's 
office. The representatives of various departments request, demand vehicles for 
the shipment of freight. Moreover, as many as possible and as quickly as possible. 


They can be understood. The harvest work is at its height. Forty percent of the 
truck pool is engaged in taking out the harvest. Naturally, the transpo:‘tation 
conveyor has begun to miss in the cities of Frunze, Oshe, and in the rayons of 
republic subordination. An especially tight situation has developed in trade 
organizations and at the enterprises of the construction materials and food indust- 
ries. 


During the busy time the same thing happens every year. The planned use of motor 
vehicle transport is violated, hauls deteriorate in quality and become more expen- 
vive, and delivery schedules are not met. In a word, all of the branches of the 
economy suffer. Yet, if the ways of developing transportation in certain areas 

of the republic were to be correctly chosen and if existing reserves for its eff- 
icient use were to be put into action, these costs could not only be alleviated, 
but completely eliminated. 


Economic analysis shows that it is necessary tc begin with the creation of cond- 
itions for the preferential development of general use transportation and with in- 
creasing its proportion in hauls. 


Here are some figures. General use transportation whose carrying capacity is less 
than 27 percent of what exists in the republic performs more than one-third of 

the total hauls and 40 percent of the freight turnover. Its output is twice as 
high and its cost is 1.5 times less than in departmental motor vehicle transport- 
ation. In other words, if the departmental motor pool were to achieve the same 
indicators, the expenditures for truck hauls in the republic would decrease by 85 
million rubles. 


Unfortunately, in recent years the departmental pool has tended to grow. To halt 


it means to ensure one of the chief directions of technical progress in this in- 
portant branch of the economy. 
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The very system of general use transportation also requires improvement. Take, 

for example, a problem like the development and siting of motor vehicle enter- 
prises. This process has been occuring spontaneously. Administrative division 
has served as the chief criterion. Rolling stock has been assigned to motor vehi- 
cle enterprises without regard to the amounts and directions of freight turnover. 
Yet, the republic's economic zones differ sharply from one another. In order to 
achieve proportionality between production and transportation it is necessary first 
of all to study freight flows. 


The Essyk-Kyl'skiy and Narynskiy economic transportation areas with their center 
in the city of Rybach'yem require especially careful attention and study. Around 
18 percent of the republic's freight turnover is accounted for by motor vehicle 
transport here. On account of the inefficient siting and use of the local pool 
a substantial amount of the freight is delivered by the motor vehicle enterprises 
of the city of Frunze and of rayons of republic subordination. 


But the mere desire to untie this tight transportation knot is insufficient. As 
calculations show, it is necessary to organize a new motor vehicle enterprise for 
450 trucks in the city of Rybach'yem. In addition, it is necessary to create a 
production base for repairing the trucks and to show concern for the cultural and 
domestic conditions of the drivers. We hope that the republic's Gosplan will find 
the means for these purposes. 


The precedure for planning hauls and also for evaluating the work of motor vehicle 
enterprises requires improvement. It is very important to do away with so-called 
planned fulfillment by basic clients. 


Today we serve more than 50 ministries and departments and 20 of them comprise the 
basic clientele which accounts for 85 percent of the hauls. It is no secret that 
in pursuit of bonuses, some motor vehicle enterprise directors try to "stretch" 
the plan for “gross output" and basic clientele. As a result, the ministry as a 
whole also copes with these indicators. However, hidden behind the happy picture 
is the nonfulfillment of the freight delivery plan to the organizations of the 
Ministry of Construction, Ministry of Water Resources, Ministry of Industrial 
Construction Materials, Gossnab, and many others. The Northern Production Motor 
Vehicle frust (manager--K. Boobekov), for example, did not fulfill its plan for 

18 ministries. In addition, at the Bystrovskiy Motor Vehicle Base which is sub- 
ordinate to the trust of the 1,295,000 tons of freight hauled this year, almost half 
ia accounted for by organizations which are not even named in the plan. Such are 
the results of chasing after "gross output.” 


The efficency of motor vehicle transport could be substantially increased if full 
use were to be made of truck trailers, and also if empty runs were eliminated. 


The solution of the first problem depends entirely upon us ourselves. 


It is more difficult, however, to solve the second problem. The fact is that the 
delivery of freight, as a rule, is planned in a single direction. 
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The workers of the State Automobile Inspectorate of the Ministry of Internal Aff- 
airs of the Kirgiz SSR are doing much work to discover vehicles which travel over 
long distances without freight, and they inform us of this. However, it is not 
always possible to know from the information whether the vehicle had been traveling 
empty over the entire route or only part of it, and, consequently, it is difficult 
for us to arrive at an idea of the possibilities for preventing such cases. I 
would think that the work of the State Automobile Inspectorate would yield a great- 
er effect if when empty trucks are detained the date, time, and detention point 
were indicated in the documents. 


The ministry, for its part, is also taking measures to regulate the workloads of 
incidental transport. Dispatcher-cortrol points will be operating round-the-clock 
on the basic roads and at the approaches to large cities. Infcrmation about the 
existence of incidental freight will become more current. 


The freight haul contract serves as one of the basic documents which regulates the 
relationships between motor vehicle enterprises, freight shippers, and freight 
receivers. Unfortunately, many motor vehicle enterprises do not stipulate in them 
the organization of hauls with regard to local conditions. In particular, the 
operational regimen of clients in receiving and delivering freight, especially 
during the second shift, and Saturdays and Sundays. And these are *hose very “hot 
points” at which we lose a great deal from idle time. The centralized shipment 

of metal from the base of the "Kirgizmetallosnabsbyt" administration is especially 
poorly organized. 


And it is completely impermissible that not more than 40 percent of capacity of 
our motor vehicle transportation is being used to carry this year's harvest. This 
is especially characteristic for the farms of Narynskaya and Issyk-kyl'‘ skaya 
oblasts. For example, on the sovkhozes imeni Dzerzhinskiy, “Put' Il'icha," and 
"Dzhergalan” in Ak-Suyskiy Rayon, on the sovkhoz imeni the Leninskiy Komsomol in 
Ryupskiy Rayon, and on the sovkhoz ‘Ak-Terek" in Dzhety-Oguzskiy Rayon 75 trucks 
have hauled 13,000 tons on hay, instead of the planned 29,000 tons. The trucks 
were able to perform only two to three runs over a distance of 10 kilometers, in- 
stead of 10 to 15 runs. Above-norm idle time exceeded 3,000 machine-days. 


Yet, there are instructive examples of the highly efficient use of both enlisted 
transport and local transport. Many drivers, for example, ask to be assigned 

to the kolkhoz “Kommunizm™ in Dzhety-Oguzskiy Rayon which is headed by the Hero 
of Socialist Labor A. Yumatova. And this is no accident. Good living conditions 
have been created here, hot meals are provided on time, and the vehicles are used 
sensibly. 


And the kolkhoz imeni Frunze in Tyupskiy Rayon which is directed by S. Gnidenko 
has been managing for six years now with its own transport. It would be good to 
count up how much has been saved as a result of this, and to acquaint the leaders 
of other farms with the result. Perhaps they will want to make use of this val- 
uable experience. 
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Frequently our vehicles are used inefficiently at the enterprises of the food 
industry. On account of the poor organization of loading and unloading work the 
trucks regularly stand idle. 


It seems to us that it would be useful for the Ministry of Food Industry and the 
Ministry of Trade to organize centralized points for the reception of mineral 
water and packing. 


A great deal now depends upon the work of transport: both the fate of the harvest 
and the fulfillment of the planning assignments by industrial and trade enter- 
prises. It is important for all of the reserves for increasing the efficiency of 
its use to be placed at the service of the five-year plan.

The regularly scheduled accounts and elections have begun in this repub- 
lic's primary Party organizations. 


The importance of the present accounts and elections is determined by the fact that 
they are the first after the 26th Congress; they are being conducted under the di- 
rect influence of its ideas and decisions, amid circumstances of the high political 
and labor upsurge of the masses, along with the active struggle of the Party ani 
the Soviet people to implement the plans of the i1ith Pive-Year Plan. 


In conformity with the decree of the CP of Estonia CC, the present campaign is be- 
ing waged during July--August in Party groups, during August--Septenber in work- 
shops, and from August to early October in primary Party organizations which lack 
Party committees. 


During the course of preparing and conducting the accounting and election meetings 
it is necessary to examine profoundly and from all sides the status of the Party 
organizations’ political and organisational activity with regard to implementing 
the decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress, as well as the »ositions ani conclusions 
proceeding from the Accountability Report of the general secretary of the CPSU CC, 
Comrade L. I. Breshnev. We sust sum up the accumulated positive experience, dis- 
close existing shortcomings and unfinished ousiness, adopt measures to eliminate 


them, and outline a precise plan of action with respect to implementing the Party's 
decisions. 


Such an approach sust also characterize the accountability reports of the Party 
group organisers, secretaries, workshop bureaus, primary Party organizations, and 
speeches by Communists. It is important that there be created at every meeting a 
situation with a high degree of organization and a Susiness-like quality, princi- 
pled criticism and self-criticiam, along with a thoughtful search for the most 
trustworthy ways to solve the problems which confront the labor groups. 


At the accounting and election meetings it is undoubtedly true that one of the most 
important places will be occupied by questions of directing the economy, developing 
industrial and agricultural production, increasing labor productivity, as well as 


output quality, improving capital construction, stepping up attention to the 
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imvrovenent of labor ani daily conditions. Assuming particularly great importance 
now is the struggle to carry out the tasks set forth in the decree of the CPSU CC 
and the USS? Council of Ministers with regard to intensifying work on effecting 
economies and the rational utilization of raw materials, fuel and energy, and other 
material resources. 


We must thoroughly analyze from all points of view the effectiveness of socialist 
competition, the fulfillment of the socialist obligations which have been under- 
taken, as well as check out how systematic cortrols over the utilization of all pro- 
duction resources are being exsured. 


Durine the course of the accounts and elections it would be feasible to do more work 
on the questions of the broadest possible dissemination of the experience gained by 
the outstanding workers (mcemakers), rendering all manner of aid and support to the 
valuable initiatives becun by Communists. 


The accounting and election meetings in the rural areas coincide with the intensive 
period of rural laborers in preparing fodders and harvesting crops. More than 300 
temporary Party croups are now functioning in the Party organizations of kolkhozes 
ami sovkhozes. In many Party organizations commissions have been created to monitor 
the administration's activities in conducting responsible seasonal operations. How 
they justify themselves and how the various forms of Party work are utilized sost 
feasibly--this must be the subject of discussion at the meetings. 


At the center and in the localities, in all anits and cells of the economy there 
must be a growing unierstanding of the tasks which have been set for us; there 
ought to & better disclosure of unutilized potentials. We must direct our atten- 
tion in the degree necessary to the directive of the CPSU 26th Congress regarding 
the full and improved use by the primary Party organization of the right to monitor 
the administration's activity, whether it be a matter of personnel problems, the 
fulfillment of economic plans, or of improving people's labor and everyday condii- 
tions. As Comrade L. I. Brezhnev emphasized at the Congress, the Party organiza- 
tions should exhibit a principled quality and not seek excuses in the administra- 
tion when it acts incorrectly. This firm Party line along with its consistent pro- 
mulgation must find universal support in the accounting and election meetings in 
the the Party organizations of all labor groups. 


One of the principal factors in successfully implementing the tasks set by the Par- 
ty is verfecting the style and methods of Party leadership. Above all--improving 
the quality of the work of Party committees anid organizations, improving the re- 
cruitment, placement, ami training of personnel, as demanded by the plenum of the 
Communist Party of Estonia CC in May of this year. As the practical discussions 
of the results of this plenum have indicated, the Communists approach the apprai- 
sal of the work by personnel in a principled and exacting manner. Also of excep- 
tional importance are the organization of the aonitoring and the checking up om the 
performance of the solutions which are undertaken. 


The Party organizations are likewise called upon to examine the questions of ensur- 
ing the rational disposition of Party forces, improving the selection for the ranks 
of the CPSU. strengthening Party discipline and the ideological tempering of Party 
members. It is important to constantly increase Party influence in all labor 
<roups, along with the vanguard role to be played by the Communists. 
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During the course of the accounting and elections it is necessary to concentrate 
attention on all measures to activate the combat readiness of the primary Party or- 
ganizations and to assist in their further strengthening. In order to do this, 

we must continue working to improve the structure of Party organizations and to 
achieve the most efficient placement of Communists in decisive sections. 


In the matter of improving the structure of the Party organizations we are still 
far from having exhausted all the possibilities. There is a need for further ex- 
panding the network of workshop organizations and Party groups in the Viljandi, Par- 
nu, Jogeva, and Paide Rayon Party organizations. The Tallinn Party Gorkom and the 
city’s raykoms should attentively examine the structure of the Party organizations 
of the ministries and departments. Analysis has shown that in a whole series of 
them, such as, for example, the Ministry of Agriculture and others, a large number 
of Communists listed in the records do not work directly in the central apparatus. 


Within the complex of tasks which confront the Party committees during the period 
of accounts and elections special work must be done on directing the smaller-size 
Party organizations. The Party gorkoms and raykoms have been called upon to syste- 
matically, profoundly, and universally analyze the work of the smaller-size Party 
organizations, =s well as to adopt specific measures to strengthen their influence 
in the groups. And these, as a rule, are not very large groups, whose specifics 
must be known in order to approach them in a differentiated manner. 


The primary Party organizations and Party groups ought to be the centers of ideolo- 
gical-educational work in their own groups. To provide a critical appraisal of the 
status of this important section of activity of the primary Party organizations is 
the top-priority task of the accounts and elections meeting. Of top-level impor- 
tance in the Party organizations of ideolcegical institutions are questions of the 
class tempering of the teacher-training personnel and creative workers, as well as 
their active participation in the educational process. 


It is necessary that the Party organizations place more pointed emphasis on the 
tasks of eliminating shortcomings in the struggle against backsliding into a phi- 
listine, petit-bourgeois psychology, drunkeness, and economic hoarding. 


In Party organizations engaged in the service field serious discussion is merited 
by the facts of incorrect conduct of individual workers, facilitating machinations 
with deficit goods, which engenders speculation (black marketeering); we must re- 
solutely struggle against all ugly phenomena which prevent people from living. 


The growth of creative activity on the part of Communists along with their partici- 
pation in all affairs of the Party is assured primarily by means of the further de- 
velopment and deepening of intra-Party democracy, as well as the strict observance 
of the Leninist norms of Party life and principles of Party leadership. It is ex- 
tremely important, therefore, that the meetings universally disclose the contents 
of the work in this area during the post-Congress period.

CONSTRUCTION PROBLEMS IN VILJANDI 
Tallinn SOVETSKAYA ESTONIYA in Russian 28 Aug 81 p 2 


{Article by V. Raus, deputy chairman of the Viljandi Agroindustrial Association: 
"Who Will Fill the Gap?"] 


[Text] The implementation of the rural development program set forth at the 26th 
party congress will depend largely on builders. The experience of the 10th Five- 
Year Plan proved, however, that many unsolved problems still exist precisely in the 
construction industry. 


We planned construction and installation work ranging from 50 to 52 million rubles 
in the last 5-year period. Builders put only 42.2 million of the total to use. 

Their potential turned out to be far below our requirements. The main rural builder, 
the Viljandi office of Mezhkolkhozstroy, did 68 percent of this work, the Viljandi 
mobile mechanized column did 6.2 percent and other organizations did 2.4 percent. 
Almost 25 percent of the capital investments had to be put to use by kolkhozes and 
sovkhozes on their own. This was the only 1. - to fill the gap and cover the under- 
fulfillment of over 4 million in the Mezhkolkhozstroy office's plan. 


It is true that rayon agriculture has been more or less satisfactorily equipped with 
production facilities, but there is still a serious shortage of housing and social 
facilities. 


The main reason is that construction organizations have not enlarged their capaci- 
ties in accordance with new assignments. The Viljandi Mezhkolkhozstroy office was 
supposed to perform construction and installation work worth at least 9.1 million 
rubles by 1980. It actually performed 7.2 million rubles’ worth. This included 
6 million in agricultural construction. 


As a result, rayon farms must not only deal with problems in agricultural produc- 
tion, but also solve considerably more acute problems in material supply operations 
and the enlistment of manpower for the expansion of construction. 


The farm method of construction is not a simple task for farmers. The farm is poorly 
equipped with the machines and mechanisms needed for this work. Many farms do not 
even have crane trucks. If we add the problem of the shortage of qualified adminis- 
trative personnel, required so that everything will be built according to regulations 
and without the misuse of safety equipment and technology, it is obvious that this 
problem deserves special consideration. 
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Nevertheless, farm construction brigades have accomplished a great deal of commend- 
able work, putting up to 2.5 million rubles to use in new construction projects and 
3.5 million in capital repairs each year. It is significant that they do more than 
just build. In the winter the workers procure and process wood, and during the 
harvest season from spring to fall they can often be seen in the fields. 


Each farm has from 10 to 15 builders. They are paid a piece-rate wage. They also 
enjoy the same privileges and benefits as kolkhoz members and sovkhoz workers. 
For this reason, their work is highly productive. 


Nevertheless, an analysis conducted in the rayon indicated that the rate of per- 
sonnel turnover is higher in rural construction than in other areas of production. 
This has a negative effect on the organization and quality of construction. 


This is why the farm method should be used to build only simple and small facili- 
ties on the overwhelming majority of farms. Today, however, the farms have to 
erect complex, labor-intensive structures: grain dryers, technical maintenace 
stations, potato storage facilities, cleaning equipment, communication lines.... 
In general, they have to build the kind of facilities that construction organiza- 
tions do not want to build, although they have more resources and potential for 
this. 


Despite the shortage of qualified personnel and material resources, some farms have 
successfully built various large and complex structures on their own. Some of tne 
structures of good quality that were completed in the last 5 years are the potato 
storage facilities with a capacity of 8,000 tons on the Kolga-Yaani Kolkhoz, the 
dispatcher station and henhouse on the Karksi Kolkhoz, the technological maintenance 
station and residential buildings on the Paala Kolkhoz and the pig sty, grain dryer 
and residential buildings on the Paistu Kolkhoz. The largest detachment of builders 
has taken shape on the Model Sovkhoz-Tekhnikum imeni Gagarin. It has 50 builders. 
Within a year the farm performs capital repairs worth 700,000 rubles and new con- 
struction worth 200,000-300,000. The large facilities built on this sovkhoz 

include the trade center, which has won republicwide recognition, a grain elevator 
with a capacity of 3,600 tons, a fodder shop and cleaning equipment. 


Manpower problems are also less acute. The construction organizers who have gained 
experience and professional maturity include Lembit Lentsmann on the Vykhma Kolkhoz, 
Andres 011" on the Kindel Tee Kolkhoz and Vello Nurk on the Paistu Kolkhoz. 


All of this is true, but should we continue to take this route in the future? In 
other words, should complex, labor-intensive facilities be erected by farms on 
their own? It is true that speakers at the 26th party congress specifically 
stressed the need to improve the contract and farm methods of organizing construc- 
tion and installation work. Rural builders took special note of these words, 
voiced from the congress rostrum. But the technical equipment and qualifications 
of rural brigades cannot compete with the potential of a large construction and 
installation organization; one, for instance, like the aforementioned 
Mezhkolkhozstroy. After all, plans call for more rural construction in the next 

5 years with stricter control over quality and schedules. 
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This is why it is already time to make firm decisions about the specific facili- 
ties and degree of complexity that sust be taken on by construction organizations 
and by local brigades. 


In the llth Five-Year Plan it will be necessary to desig~ fodder shops with simpler, 
more reliable and less expensive technology and heighten the quality of construc- 
tion materials and equipment. 


There must be more loyalty in the interrelations of clients, designers and builders. 
After all, it is no secret that various misunderstandings, a restricted departmental 
approach and procrastination have a negative effect on the main factors of the 
work-—-construction schedules and quality.

UZBEK ROAD PROBLEMS BEING TACKLED

The MVD pointed out 
areas needing work and advocated ties with road workers for knowing what needs 
improving and talked about the joint work carried out by the MVD and the Ministry 
of Construction and Utilization of Roads on improving the situation.

TAJIK FOREST RESOURCES EVALUATED 
Dushanbe KOMMUNIST TADZHIKISTANA in Russiar 20 Sep 81 p 4 
{[Article: "The Forests Are Green Factories"™] 


[Text] This poetic line presents our green friend, the forest, 
in a somewhat untraditional manner. If one thinks about it, our 
forests duly “yield" both a good feeling and the most beautiful 
landscapes, and numerous gifst of nature, as well as providing 
refuge for various animals, without, in fact, consuming any 
energy resources or raw materials. 


Chairman of the State Committee of the Tajik SSR for Forestry 

V. Ye. Zakhvatov relates on this holiday how the army of workers 
of the republic forest are toiling, concerned about our green 
wealth so that the forest "factories" of our mountains work 
uninterruptedly. 


One can hardly find such a collection of forests such as we have in Tajikistan. We 
cannot brag about a taiga or oak woods, but there are more than enough varieties of 
forest vegetation: from true jungles in the tugais to grassy undergrowth high in the 
mountains. Our forests are represented by unique juniper thickets and pistachio 

and nut groves of unique genera. The number of forests planted by hand in the 
republic is increasing. 


In the last five-year plan alone, anti-erosion and protective forest plantings were 
made in ravines, gullies and other inconvenient areas for a total of 3700 hectares. 
The forest-covered area increased by almost 15,000 hectares during the five-year 
plan because of forest managment measures. 


A lot of work was done to fell and supply to the trade network of industry food 
products of the forest, medicinal and technical-grade raw materials, and products 
of plant-growing and horticulture. Forest haying lands and pasture lands are 
constantly being set aside to make a feed base for animal husbandry. 


Our sector has many workers, engineering and technical workers and clerical workers 
whose enthusiasm, knowledge of their work and volunteer work help to fulfill the 

high socialist commitments. The forestry farms of the republic have signficantly 
overfulfilled the plan for realization of industrial products in 8 months. The 

annual plans for procurement of rhubarb, onions and pistachios have been fulfilled 

and exceeded. The collectives of the Dagana-Kiikskiy, Pyandzhskiy, Komsomolabadvskiy, 
Kurgan-Tyubinskiy, Shakhrinauskiy and Ordzhonikidzeabadskiy forestry farms have 

worked especially well. 
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According to the results of socialist competition, the collectives of the Sharinau- 
skiy and Komsomolabadskiy forestry farms were awarded the challenge Red Banners of 

the Tajik SSR State Committee for Forestry and the branch trade union committee in 

the first and second quarters. 


We are proud of our specialists who are known throughout the country. Last year, 

the brigade of Vakhidov from the Shakhrinauskiy forestry farm became the best 
forestry farm brigade in the USSR. Tractor operator Abdunazarov of the Leninabad 
forestry production association was awarded the title “best worker of USSR forestry," 


while forester Kurbanov of the Komsomolabadskiy forestry farm is the best forester 
of USSR forestry. 


Although it is customarily thought that 93% of the Tajikistan territory is occupied 

by mountains, the total area of our state forestry fund equals 1.704 million hectares. 
Forests occupy 400,000 of these hectares. Forests have been cultivated essentially 
by human hands on almost a quarter of this territory. 


Our “green factories" not only require concern and care, but also protection. The 
degree of technical equipping of the forestry farms and preserves to control forest 
fires is improving. Forest protection is armed with fire and chemical stations, 
fire engines, motor-driven pumps, and various transportation vehicles and all types 
of equipment. 


Cooperation between the branch workers and the scientists is becoming stronger. The 
amount of work on biological methods of forest pest control has increased. Colonies 
of entomophages help man to control nut, pistachio and apple coddling moths. 


The school forestries help the forestry farms to guard and multiply the forestry 
resources. There are 57 of these school forestries in the republic. The young 
foresters plant trees, care for the plants, harvest fruits and collect medicinal 
raw materials. Many of these students, passing training in the forestry VUZ's 
of the country, returned to us as skilled specialists. 


We are faced with the task of converting the forestry farms and nursery sovkhozes 
into enterprises which supply the national economy with valuable products, and 
guarantee the proper protection of the fauna and flora. Our efforts are aimed 

at the continuous operation of the mountain “green factories."

BETPAK HERDING SUFFERS FROM WATER SHORTAGE 
Alma-Ata SOTSIALISTIK QAZAQSTAN in Kazakh 12 Jul 81 p 3

Fortune. 1. Where the Saiga Trod"] 


[Text] Betpak [Perilous] Steppe--this is what our highly resourceful people, un- 
equaled in finding names for every depression and hillock of Kazakhstan, called 
this neglected area which is hundreds of kilometers long and wide and bounded 

by the Arka and Zhetisu rivers. And why did they call it that? There are a 

great many theories about this. Im any case the Betpak Steppe needs water. It 

is by no means shriveled, dried up crust but virgin lands. Meadow grass and salt 
grass grow mixed together and seasonal plants such as rang, sasyr, tuyezhapyraq, 
garghatuyag, dog's tooth violet and tulips fill the spaces between the colt’s foot. 
There is no water for cattle or pastures. Water is the major problem of the Bet- 
pak. Solving this problem to turn an angry steppe into a wealthy region is one of 
today's most important tasks. Why is this so? Why must this steppe, where for 
centuries mirages have played in the summer and rains in the winter, be taken in 
hand now? What will the benefits of this be? We will try to answer these ques- 
tions below to the extent that we are able. First, let us examine why the desert 
should be taken in hand. 


The economy of the Soviet Union is developing the role of agriculture and, within 
it, of animal husbandry in guaranteeing highly valuable food products to the peo- 
ple; thus the need to designate a rural shock front of animal husbandry and show 
it special consideration was set forth at the 26th CPSU Congress. 


Since the Kazakhstan republic is one of the major bases for animal husbandry and 
sheep herding is the most important sector, complex obligations have been laid 
upon Kazakhstan sheepherders. It is most urgent to (1) achieve all possible ex- 
ploitation of natural pastures to develop sheepherding as a second virgin realm and 
(2) to turn deserts and semi-deserts into fertile lands through irrigation as 
means of fulfilling these complex obligations. If these problems remain unre- 
solved, it will be impossible to fulfill the goal placed before the KaSSR by Com- 
rade L. I. Brezhnev, first secretary of the CC CPSU, and agreed upon in terms of 

a time table by the 15th Congress of the Kazakhstan Communist Party-—-the goal of 
increasing the number of sheep in the republic to 50 million 
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At present more than 100 million of the 223 million hectares of agricultural lands 
suited for use as pastures in the republic are in desert and semi-desert areas. 
Most are considered as irrigated. A lack of summer pastures and meadows is felt 
particularly acutely in Alma-Atinskaya, Dzhambulskaya, Chimkentskaya, Taldy- 
Kurganskaya and other oblasts where animal husbandry and agriculture are develop- 
ing side by side. 


As a concrete example of the problem, let us examine the difficulties of enter- 
prises in Dzhambulskaya Oblast: 


Dzhambulskaya Oblast lacks pasturage adequate for the oblast's existing livestock. 
Thus livestock from the rayons of Merke and Lugovoy are driven to pastures in 
neighboring Kirgizia during the summer. Livestock from Moynkum, Sarusu and Talas 
Rayons are driven every year, and in good years livestock from other rayons as 
well, to Sary-Arka. When animals are incapable of reaching the area on their own 
because of the great distances involved, they are moved by rail. 


The herdsmen of the above-mentioned rayon drive their livestock some 200 kilometers 
a year to places where the livestock can bear their young and find pasture. When 
lambing is over, they must travel just as far back again to summer pastures. This 
takes 30-40 days on the average. When autumn comes, they must start all over 
again. Thus the herdsmen of these rayons spend 2 1/2 to 3 months a year on the 
road. 


The good thing is that the fertile and water-rich peaceful lands and gentle breezes 
of the Arka will soothe the mind of the herdsman after he has worn himself out in 
this way. Man and beast have an easy time of it after moving to autumn pastures. 


But it must be realized that no matter how fine the Arka pastures are, the eco- 
nomic loss trom driving livestock 800 kilometers there and back is very large, or 
so it seems: Qamgaly, Sarysu and Shyghanaq sovkhozes, situated along the lower 
Shu river in Sarysu Rayon, have driven livestock to the Arka pastures for years 
and have been unable to turn a profit even once. One reason for this is the fact 
that costs of 37 rubles 97 kopeks per sheep have increased due to the long-dis- 
tance migrations. Of this total 6 rubles are for motor transport service alone. 
And these expenditures are by no means excessive. 


To be sure, there have been losses since the establishment of the enterprises. 
To be able to produce against the losses, stemming from local conditions and the 
severe climate is admirable. However, the problem is that the yields are small 
against large losses. Let us give a few examples to make this point clear. 


There were 32,285 small livestock at Sarysu Sovkhoz at the beginning of the last 
five-year plan. But this figure quickly declined to 27,081 in 1977 and to 24,268 
in 1978. (In 1979 and 1980, livestock were not driven to the Arka from this sov- 
khoz.) The reason for this decrease was that the animals were formerly driven to 
the Arka, and the loes of animals moving off in early spring or in late autumn 
was great. Sarysu Sovxhoz provides a clear example. Some 4,727 sheep and goats 
died during 1977 and 1978. If losses suffered at the neighboring Qamgaly and 
Shyghanaq Sovkhoz are added, the figure reaches 10,688 for these 2 years. It 
must be realized that at least an equal number of the increase in livestock was 
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lost together with these animals; there is also the tons of unsheared wool and the 
tons of undelivered meat. As a result, these sovkhozes, which are concerned only 
with animal husbandry, have become indebted to the state each year. This situa- 

tion is not unique to the Sarysu Sovkhoz; the same is also true of many sovkhozes 


of the neighboring Moinkum Rayon. 


The migrations cause many problems for rayon herdsmen. Spring and autuzan move- 
ments occur during unseasonable weather. Migrations disrupt the herdsmen's fami- 
lies. Moving the animals to a given location requires assistants who must be taken 
off other jobs. Trucks must be allocated to move the herdsman and his family. In 
short, the entire technical resources of the sovkhoz are needed for 3 months on 

the road to undertake the migration to the pastures. 


The song of pasturing in the Arka is thus an unending one: “Some quarrel, some 
dispute." And just like the proverb, there is quarreling and dispute during the 
summer and the autumn for the herdsman, who has fattened his livestock in the fer- 
tile lands. The reason is that the animals begin to lose weight again as they re- 
turn to the Betpak and winter pastures from the Sary-Arka. According to the re- 
search of the Betpak Steppe Animal Husbandry Experimental Station and the Kazakh 
Animal Husbandry Research Institute, each sheep loses 3.5 kilograms of weight and 

1 kilogram of wool when if returns to winter pastures from the Arka. Animals that 
have moved such distances and deteriorate to this extent dc not conceive as readily 
as expected--much barrenness results. 


Another inconvenience in driving livestock such distances is the difficulty of pro- 
viding herdsmen with cultural-domestic services and political and mass work. 

Rayon and enterprise heads must spend almost a week to travel to herdsmen in the 
field. Organizations offering various services to workers waste a great deal of 
time on a single expedition. This creates obstacles for the coordination of the 
operations of all units. In addition, herdsmen and their families who spend 3 
months a year migrating cannot take advantage of the living conditions of seden- 
tary people; they cannot see television regularly or read papers and magazines. 
All of this is because of the migrations. And what do they have to greet them 
with when they have completed their difficult migration, the neglected winter pas- 
tures of Dzhambulskaya Oblast? No, the winter pastures are in another oblast. 

The enterprises have, in effect, been using the lands of Dzhezkasganskaya Oblast 
for many years. No one assigned or gave them pasture lands there. At first they 
were invited to use pastures there by friendly agreement, but later it became 

a habit and others came as trespassers. This resulted in frequent disputes and 
illewill between herdsmen of the two oblasts over fertile lands and water rich 
reservoirs. When this is mentioned, herdsmen and specialists look vexed. 


Livestock are driven from Dzhambulskaya Oblast to Sary-Arka via Sarybulak, 
Kogashyk, Shili, Ulanbel, Karatal, Kaypkanzhol and Baykatyn. Nowhere else is 
there water. But the places mentioned are not completely supplied with water 
themselves. Inmany places water resources have not been tapped. As a result ani- 
mals must be transported to these places and provided water. Transportation is 
on horseback. There is an uneven supply of water everywhere. In addition, wells 
and cisterns providing water for general use are unfortunately not less than 30 
to 50 kilometers apart. According to research carried out by T. Abishev, direc- 
tor of the Planning Institute of the State System for the Planning of Water Enter- 
prises in the Southern Rayon of the KaSSR and candidate in agricultural sciences, 
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from 1/2 to 2 liters of water is provided per sheep during the drive. But often 
sheep are unable to quench their thirsts for 2 to 3 days at a time. Thus the cost 
of the transported water is low-—-2-2.5 rubles per cubic meter. 


Because animal husbandry will be still more important in the future and because 
the 26th CPSU Congress has set goals for put!:ing inner reserves to work creatively 
and for muitiplying farm products, we must struggle more decisively to master the 
Betpak Steppe and overcome the difficulties ard the unacceptable losses. 


Mastery of the Betpak will begin with its investigation. For there are quite a 
number of places unsuited to agriculture in this broad steppe. During, general re- 
search in the various parts of the steppe, we must discover subterranean water re- 
sources. Since this is not something that can be decided on the oblast level, 

the complete resolution of these problems must be taken in hand by the republic 
Ministry of Agriculture and Ministry of Geology via agreement. There is no doubt 
that if research is carried out on a stab’e basis and funds distributed based upon 
it that success will be achieved. 


Today a certain amount of work is going on in the oblast to this end. Several or- 
ganizations are concerned with the problem of irrigation of desert and semi-desert 
pastures. They are the oblast Water Enterprises Administration, No 82 Mobile 
Mechanized Column of the Chief Administration for Water Enterprise Construction 
under the KaSSR Ministry of Land Reclamation and Water Resources, the oblast Agri- 
cultural Water Supply Administration and the Planning Institute of the State Sys- 
tem for the Planning of Water Enterprises in the Southern Rayon of the KaSSR. 


It must be mentioned that a great deal has been accomplished by these organiza- 
tions in irrigating winter pasture in the Moinkum region, that is, the lower 
reaches of the Talas, Shu and Asa Rivers. Much useful work has been accomplished 
in the area of irrigating the Betpak. 


However, exploitation of these water resources is not being done properly. Ac- 
cording to local people, even cisterns for water piped between water sources 
serve dry wells. We ourselves saw this when the animals were being driven to 
Sary-Arka. There were, for example, 1@ dry wells along the Shili road. Some of 
them had crumbling cement with the wire reenforcements exposed. If water were 
poured into such a cistern, it would just rum into the sand. Loss of even a drop 
of transported water is intolerable. Another point of concern is that it appears 
that these cisterns even underwent a coordinated conditioning before the live- 
stock were driven this year. 


In places along the road things do not exist where they are supposed to. On 
paper some thousands of hectares of pasture lands are irrigated, but it should be 
mentioned that what was actually being dug were “parasite” wells that do not pro- 
vide a single bucket of water. However, 228 pipe wells and 818 framework wells 
ef this type were officially counted in the oblast. And it is a wonder that most 
are not registered as being in the Betpak. 


We asked an enterprise chief the following question: "Why don't you dig pipe 
wells in places where water has been discovered after special research to get 
water?" 























He replied: “It will lead to all kinds of trickery." 


And what kinds of trickery? It seems there was a case where workers at a water 
enterprise were too lazy to dig to a water source located 150-200 meters below 

the surface and poured water from a water transport into the borehole after dig- 
ging half way. They showed the water running from the pump to representatives 
from the enterprise ordering the well and thus got them to sign documents. Thus 
the former managers of Sarysu Sovkhoz were hoodwinked into accepting two pipe 
wells at a place called Dagul Bestobe this side of the Shu river. "Caveat emptor!" 
The constructors were heard of no more. Thus nearly 60,000 rubles spent on the 

two pipe wells alone were thrown to the winds. 


It should be clear to everyone that this is no way to master an orphan land that 
has slept through the centuries. Another way must be sought to master the Betpak.

MANGYSHLAK STOCKRAISING REQUIRES AIR SERVICE 
Moscow VOZDUSHNYY TRANSPORT in Russian 25 Aug 81 p 1 


[interview with Sh. Sultanov, chief of the oblast agricultural administration, 
by M. Gasanaliyev, correspondent of VOZDUSHNYY TRANSPORT; date and place not spec- 
ified} 


[Text] The development of the Mangyshlak territorial production complex which has 
made Kazakhstan one of the chief petroleum extracting republics includes a streng- 
thening of its food base. To move on to being fully supplied with animal hus- 
bandry products which are obtained in the sovkhozes of Mangyshlak--such is the task 
which was posed by the oblast party organization after the 26th CPSU Congress. 


"The first task is to increase the production of those types of agricultural out- 
put," the General Secretary of the CC CPSU comrade L.I. Brezhnev said at the 26th 
Party Congress," the shortages of which give rise to especially palpable break- 
downs in supply. I have in mind above all meat and other animal husbandry pro- 
ducts." The aviators of one of the most industrialized oblastis of Kazakhstan are 
also participating in the accomplishment of this task. "The pot2ntialities for 
jabor collaboration between aviators and the animal husbandry workers of Mangyshlak 
have not been fully exhausted," said the chief of the oblast agricultural admin- 


istration Sh. Sultanov in a conversation with a correspondent from VOZDUSHNYY 
TRANSPORT. 


[Question] At the airport of the city of Shevchenko I was shown a telegram which 
had just come from A. Karzhaubayev, the director of the sovkhoz “Tushchekudukskiy.” 
"The airfield is ready to receive airplanes"--is the message from the agricultural 
production organizer who is well known in Mangysklak. 


[Answer] Yes, an additional support point has appeared for the collaboration bet- 
ween aviators and animal husbandry workers who work under the difficult conditions 
of a desert. Sheep raising in the oblast has a distant-pasturing character. The 
summer pastures are located 400-500 kilometers from populated points. It is fre- 
quently physically impossible to connect with them without aviation. There are 
practically no roads deep within the peninsula. And when situations which in the 
language of aviators are called “shoot down situations’ occur, the only salvation _ for 
the animal husbandry workers becomes aviation. Last winter there were exception- 


ally heavy snowfalls on the peninsula. Feed was delivered to the winter pastures 
which were completely cut off from the mainland by MI-l helicopters. 
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which were completely cut off from the mainland by MI-4 helicopters. 


[Question] At the beginning of our conversation you said that agricultural work- 


ers were in need of even greater assistance from the crews of PANKH [expansion un- 
known}. 


[Answer] What can I say: This issue is having a damaging effect upon the level of 
the development of the oblast's agriculture. We receive only 10,000 rubles a year 
for the performance of aviation work. And, as is known, the coat is cut according 
to the cloth. I can boldly say that if we were given 100,000 rubles we would find 
a use for it. You must not economize on transportation. Even those scant monies 


which we now receive are reimbursed rapidly and at a profit of no less than ten 
times. 


Fliers with whom I am acquainted often complain that in Buzachi and Ustyurt, or in 
the neighborhood of the Mertvyy Kultuk, or in the foothills of the Vostochnyy 
Karatau there are not enough of the most elementary landing areas. True. Tempor- 
ary clearings with old ramps and flags dw not last for long: two or three sands 
storms, and the area becomes unrecognizable. Ask the AN-2 crew commanders Viktor 
Shalimov and Vladimir Zelentsov--they will confirm my vords with solid facts. 


[Question] I would not like the readers of this article to get the impression that 
your criticisms are without a specific address. The construction of temporary air- 


fields and the training of animal husbandry workers is by no means primarily up to 
aviation enterprises. 


[Answer] Right. We, it seems, are not showing the proper persistence and are not 
always consistent. I think that a discussion--a serious and principled one--has 

to be started at one of the next meetings of the oblispolkom. Mangyshlak has an 
enormous number of small and large livestock. We have more than one-half million 
sheep and almost 50,000 horses and camels. A highly sustained herd of pure-bred 
black astrakhan female sheep has been created. Every five-six years the production 
of animal husbandry output doubles. By the end of the five-year plan we will reach 
the level of 300,Q@00astrakhan hides per year, and the production of meat and milk 
will increase by 50 percent. And this means that aviation freight hauls for rural 
workers will have to become even more intense.

NEW 5-DAY SCHOOL WEEK IN ESTONIA 
Moscow PRAVDA in Russian 11 Sep 81 p 6

[Text] The board of the Estonian SSR Ministry of Education 
had resolved to institute a 5-dzy schcol week in the schools 
in Vil’ yandiskiy and Raplaskiy Rayons, in the city of Kokhtla- 
Yarve and in the elementary grades of Tallinn Secondary School 
No 20. The number of hours in the weekly curriculum will not 
change. 


“A 5-day school week was instituted several years ago in the elementary grades of 
some Estonian schools," A. Aru, deputy chief of the School Administration of the 
republic Ministry of Education, said. "This means that what we are doing is devel- 
oping our experience or, one could say, instituting it on a broader scale. The 
experiment begun in 1966 in Tallinn School No 21 by former Director A. Tikri has 
proved to be completely worthwhile." 


The facts testify that a 5-day school week allows families to set off on Friday for 
their vacation home, the rest home of the enterprise where the parents work or 
simply a trip outside the city. Now parents can devote 2 full days to their child- 
ren. Children have more time to spend in the fresh air, commune with nature and 
play. It is precisely this that students lack when they attend school 6 days a week. 


"We were the first to experiment with this," Director 0. Laurik of Tallinn School 
No 21 said. "Almost 15 years of experience has shown that in the elementary grades, 
and now in the primary grades, since 6~-year-olds are being enrolled in schools, the 
students’ academic progress has been much more impressive, not only in comparison 
to control groups in schools using the old schedule, but also in comparison to the 
higher grades in our school." 


There is evidence that a 5-day school week is not as tiring for children. 


Researchers have concluded that classes should begin no earlier than 8:00 in the 
morning in urban schools and 8:30 in rural schools. The number of lessons taught 
in the first grade should not exceed five, and the number in the second and third 
should not exceed six. The breaks between classes should be longer so that the 
children can spend this time in the open air, and not in the classroom. The amount 
of homework has not changed.

CINEMATOGRAPHERS' UNION CADRES DISCUSSED 
Tallinn SOVETSKAYA ESTONIYA in Russian 29 Aug 81 p 3

Cadre" ] 


[Text] Eight sections operate in the union of cinematographers of the ESSR. One 
of them was set up quite recently and is only starting its activity. This is the 
section of republic film amateurs. The actual fact that a new cell has appeared 
in the union structure says a lot. Of course, it indicates first of all that the 
republic film amateurs have reached such a creative level that no allowances are 
made in working with them. The level they have reached is indicated by the 
numerous awards won by the amateur films at the most diverse viewings an] festivals. 
It indicates, secondly, that the number of film amateurs is fairly large so that 
the section justifies its purpose. It indicates, thirdly, that the union of 
cinematographers itself is a developing organization which is not paralyzed once 
and for all in a definite framework, is attentively following the development of 
amateur cinematography and is interested in this development. 


"After all, what is a section of the creative union?" Reyn Karemyae, secretary 
4t the ESSR Union of Cinematographers reasons. "The main cell of the union's 
body is the section in creative terms. The health of the body as a whole depends 
on how active and vital each cell is." 


After the fifth congress of republic cinematographers, our sections were given 
very broad rights. The members of the sections themselves outline work plans 
(precisely from that viewpoint which is most disturbing to the directors, operators, 
critics and movie experts, workers of the animation shop, and documentalists), 
prepare different measures, seminars and conferences, etc. 


An example of this work initiative is the section of animated movies. In recent 
years, it has taken several measures of national importance, including setting up 
a theoretical conference on the problems of animated movies. Lecture cycles were 
organized: "On Design,” "Art of the 20th Century,” “Image, Model and Idea." Our 
animators have close ties to the “Soyuzmul‘tifil'm" studio. Its workers manda- 
torily participate in the annual creative conferences of the studio. Assessment 
from the outside is unusually important because it helps to view one's work in a 
broader context. 


Moreover, the section of animated film is the only section which has independently 
set up courses to improve the skills of its workers. 
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The section plans to hold an all-union seminar “Roots of Estonian Animation" in the 
spring of next year. It will be run in an unusual manner. All the seminar parti- 
cipants will hear a cycle of lectures on the development of Estonian art, popular 
and professional, on music, literature, drama, and will become acquainted with our 
theaters, museums and artistic exhbitions. Only after this will they begin to 
look at films. I think that there is no need to explain how important it is for 
all the film makers, and not only the critics, to be able to become more familiar 
with the general situation in our art, to penetrate into the deep processes of the 
evolution of culture and art, and to comprehend the place of animation in the 
general stream of the republic's cultural life. 


It is no accident that I have dwelt in such detail on the work of the animation 
section. This is the most brilliant example of how saturated and multifaceted it 
can be. This section had been headed for many years by the director Reyn Raamat. 
He was replaced by Pryyt Pyaern. We all hope that the animators will in the future 
still set the tone for the section's work. The work activity of this section, by 
the way, is in direct contact with the output of the animation shop‘s: product: 
Estonian drawn and puppet films have won prizes at the all-union and international 
festivals for a number of years. 


The section work of the Union of Cinematcgraphers is linked in some way or another 
not only with professional aspects, but each in its own way is linked to populari- 
zation of movie art among the audience. Whereas the section of critics and movie 
experts is preparing a book on Estonian cinematography of the last decade, the 
other sections are now forming all their plans in propaganda work on the basis of 
our recently opened Palace of Cinema. 


Its opening has become a true holiday both for the cinematographers and for the 
movie-goers. Although our palace only operated for half of the normal season, its 
experience has already been very instructive. We now know that we have a strong 
and active audience which we can.freely rely on. Starting with this season, we 
will be actively involved with students. Students from three-four Tallinn schools 
will hear skilled cinema lectures on the history of cinematography and will be- 
come acquainted with the gold fund of Soviet cinematographic art. I believe that 
this is a realistic method for finding and educating the future cinematographers. 


Our palace will show retrospective shows both by the authors of films, and by 
subject matter. 


The procedure for acceptance into the Union of Cinematographers has radically 
changed. It previously took place, as they say, behind the table of a meeting. 
Now we want to make a demonstration of the candidate's work both for the board and 
for the public mandatory. 


The season of the Palace of Cinema will begin in October. We do not yet even know 
all the potentialities that its opening will bring us, therefore, the season will 
be somewhat experimental. 


The regular all-union cinema festival will take place in May of next year. This 
time it will be held in our republic. Of course the Union of Cinematographers wil! 
participate. We only know one thing as of now: we will try to organize meetings 
with the audiences in a somewhat different way. Usually the cinematographers travel 
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around the republic. Meetings take place with the labor collectives. These are 
joyful and warm meetings. But the cinematographers generally do not bring films 
with them and therefore the conversations are very general. We would like for all 
the delegations of cinematographers to come to a kolkhoz, sovkhoz or enterprise 
with their film. We are confident that the discussion will then be business-like 
and of equal use to both the audience and the movie-maker. 


We have another idea. In the festival framework, we would hold a "Birector's Day,” 
"Operator's Day," “Actors's Day," etc. in order to allow the actual participants of 
the festival to meet and talk about their problems. 


As for now, we are preparing for the all-union guest plenum of the commission for 
movie equipment. This is no accident. The congress of republic cinematographers 
sharply criticized the condition of the movie equipment in our studios, and we hope 
that this plenum will bear real fruit. 


Our cinematographers went to the seminar "Problems of Modern Directing and Questions 
of the Correlation of the National and International in Soviet Cinematographic Art." 


The program of our animated films is participating in the Ukrainian animation festi- 
val.

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REFLECTIONS ON CURRENT ESTONTAN THEATER PRESENTATIONS 
Tallinn SOVETSKAYA ESTONIYA in Russian 1 Aug 81 p 3 
[Article by B. Tukh: "Man as a Major Plan: Highlights of the Past Theater Season"] 


[Text] The past theater season had two climaxes. The first in time occurred at 

the end of October when a festival of plays took place in Pyarnu. These were 

works of Estonian Soviet literature. The festival was dedicated to the 40th 
anniversary of the Estonian SSR. The other climax, and the chief in importance, 

the peak of the season, was a week of plays dedicated to the 26th CPSU Congress. 

The theater repertoire for the party forum was supplemented by performances of 
broad civic and social ring which reflect the most urgent problems of modern times. 





During che entire season there was a perceptible intensified interest in the human 
personality in all the diversity of its being, spiritual world, social and moral 
convictions, and the entire complicated interweaving of its ties to reality. This 
interest is characteristic for the modern stage art of Soviet Estonia, as well 

as for Soviet theater as a whole. . It is reflected in the striving to 
provide the most possible generalized artistic picture of the world, and in the 
expansion of the boundaries of what is depicted, temporal, social and geographical 
boundaries. 


The current season is characterized by the ever deepening process of interrelation- 
ship and mutual enrichment of the cultures of the fraternal peoples of the USSR. 

It is not only expressed im the fact that the repertoire of our theaters widely 
represents the drama of other union republics, but also in the invitation to 
performances of producers from the fraternal republics. Riga resident A. Shapiro 
staged L. N. Tolstoy's “Living Corpse” in the drama theater imeni V. Kingisepp. 
Muscovite V. Smekhov staged An. Brezhnev's "Dixieland" in the Molodezhnyy theater. 
M. Kimele from Valmiyera produced P. Putnyn's “Sweet Burden of Loyalty" in the 
theater imeni L. Koydul. I. Ryskulov from Kirghizia staged Ch. Aytmatov's 

"Spotted Dog Running by the Edges of the Sea” in the theater “Ugala." 


The current season is remembered because such original prosaists with a fine 
feeling for the present as K. Saaver whose play "Virumaaskiy Bread" is playing in 
the Rakvere theater, and Ya. Kruusvall whose drama “The River Flows" was staged 
in the “Ugala" have proved themselves in drama. 


A striving for asceticism in form, artistic self-restraint in expressions in the 


name of intellectual and moral content of the plays was also felt in the current 
season. The monoplay is becoming the extreme form of this asceticism (a striking 
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example is “Always Your Rosa" of Kh. Sloyevskaya performed by K. Kreysmann on the 
Snall Stage of the Molodezhniy theater). Here the performer remains in private 
with the hero, while the audience which is the closest possible to the stage, 
remains alone with the actor and that ideological and aesthetic complex which he 
is realizing in his performance. 


Today's theaters view the present through the prism of historical experience of the 
past, through the continuity of social development, stretching threads from yester- 
day into the present. When the "Vanemuyne” theater turned to the play of E. Rannet 
"Conscience" which was written a quarter of a century ago, then in this play it 
explains the past from the viewpoint of today, and simultaneously begins to see in 
the past the trends that are being realized most completely today. The image of 
people on the move is the image running through the staging of director E. Kher- 
makyula. Speaking of the difficult 1950's for the Estonian village and including an 
old newsreel in the play, the theater directs the audience's attention to the 
scales of the traversed path and the natures of the people whose lot it was to 

have the difficult Juty of being pioneers. E. Khermakyula, performing the leading 
role in his production, that of the communist Kustasa Lokka, not only draws the 
image of a positive hero, who, in spite of the circumstances remains strong in his 
faith and convictions, but also raises the problem of the continuity of generations 
and forces us to ponder the question of the modern positive hero. 


"Virumaaskiy Bread" is also close to this play. Director R. Trass intended the play 
of K. Saaber to simultaneously be a lyrical hymn to bread as a symbol of the 
continuity of life, a measure of its true values, and as a broad epic canvas. 


The performance of the Molodezniy theater of “Playing with Dolls" from the play of 
E. Vetemaa has its own understanding of the question of our current attitude 
towards the past. It is also the duty of the Soviet artist to mercilessly reveal 
the shady sides of reality, not for the sake of relishing them, but for the sake 
of fighting them. In a recent questionnaire of the journal TEATR, E. Vetemaa 
characterized his creative method as follows: “It is important to me that the 
negative hero brings the audience to social anger, and in working out the solution 
to a crisis, I count on the audience itself. I have noticed for myself that the 
Soviet man is very sensitive to shortcomings and to negative phenomena. This is 
an indicator of high social activity. Man displays a defense reaction in response 
to a threat. I see my task as working out the reaction to evil in any form.” 


Director M. Karusoo and the leading actress Kh. Varem strive in this play not for 
pathos of satirical exposure, but for merciless temperance of analysis. The 
theater wants to say that the ideals of our society need our protection from 
careerists who manipulate them without a soul or conscience for mercenary purposes. 
The theater holds an honest and difficult conversation with the audience, counting 
on the fact that the audience will correctly understand the play. This calculation 
is correct. 


The play of the Russian drama theater "Law of Eternity" from the novel of N. Dum- 
badze staged by V. Chermenev could take the form of a serious and confidential 
conversation with the audience about man and society, and about the scales of the 
personality of the modern positive hero. However, the theater has not achieved 

a sound creative success. The simplified approach to the literary base was influ- 
ential. The dramatization was included in the repertoire, evidently because of 

the merits of the novei: a bold, truly party-like approach to complicated 
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phenc.«zna of reality and a philosophical attitude. On the stage, these same 
merits were in the shadow. The Caucasus color and love theme were advanced to the 
forefront. The play did not have a sufficient organizing core and broke down into 
separate episodes. it was indicative that the supporting actors (V. Yermolayev, 
B. Troshkin, Ye. Blinova, A. Ryazantsev and V. Laptev)were more convincing than 
the central hero Bachana Ramishvili played by A. Zakharov. 


The “Law of Eternity” graphically showed the shortcomings which are inherent to 

the theatrical works during the last seasons: a simplified approach to the problems 
and artistic form of drama, and reticence in a fairly narrow circle of expressive 
forms. In the past season, the theater gladdened the audience too rarely, and then 
with the actors’ work more often than the plays as a whole. Now the creative 
collective is in a very difficult position. However, it has a strong company of 
actors with recent experience of serious and significant productions. I would like 
to believe that the theater will solve the problem of directors in the near future 
and will find a solution tOthe crisis of creativity. 


The play of the Pyarnu theater “Sweet Burden of Loyalty” tries to solve the 
problem of the modern positive hero. However, the ring of the performance is 
diminished by its earthliness. The position of the maximalist hero is primarily 
revealed in conflict with daily life. There is a lack of that transition from 
daily life to reality that is made, for example, in the performance of the play 
of Ya. Kruusvall “The River Flows" in the “Ugala”" theater. Director Ya. Tooming 
saw behind the external, everyday layer of the family drama the intense medi- 
tations of the author about human interrelationships which lose their sincerity 
and warmth, and about the danger threaténing man of remaining in private with a 
semblance, with the empty shell of an existence that is devoid of «ny spiritual 
content. 


This assertion has recently become the leading theme of “Ugala."” The theater reveals 
its theme on diverse material which requires new artistic solutions each time, in- 
cluding through the striving to know the folklore and culture of different peoples. 
This curning to folklore helps to have a better understanding of the present. This 
is done in different ways: through plays about the motives of popular tales, 
through the most interesting staging of "Kikhnu Yynnya," as if returning to 
Smuulov's "Wild Captain" its original mythological aspect. A deeply respectful 
interest in the culture of the fraternal peoples is reflected in the invitation te 
the Kirghiz director I. Ryskulov to stage "Spotted Dog Running by the Edges of the 
Sea." The director was able to translate the prose of Aytmatov into the language 
of the theater, and achieved an attitude on the stage that was adequate to Aytmatov. 


The “Vanemuyne" play “Court after the Ball or Lunin,” which was staged by E. Kher- 
manyula from the drama of Z. Radzinskiy was penetrated by interest in the "man for 
all seasons,” the personality which by the force of spirit triumphs over tragedy 
and hopeless situations. The appearance of the Decembrist Lumin attracted the 
playwright, and the theater along with him, by the fact that the social and moral 
ideals of the Decembrist movement were personified in this man. Striving for the 
most complete detection of the personal content of the central image, the theater 
abandoned many solutions contained in the play, the carnival elesent, which over- 
whelm the space of the drama with a round dance of tragic inevitahilities. This 
made the play not quite so theatrical, as for example the staging of A. Dunayev 

in the Moscow theater on the Malaya Bronnaya. But there is something exceptionally 
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important in the "Vanemuyne" »iay. There is Lunin himself (Z. Khermayula) in all 
the completeness of his conflict with the tsarist power which is personified in 
the image given by the playwright to the name Mundir Gosudarya (this role is 
played psychologically convincingly by A. Peep). 


Finally, the unique tetralogy on the essence and meaning of the human existence has 
become one of the brilliant events of the season. It is "“Round-the-World Trip" 

of A. Vakhemets, "Money for Maria™ of V. Rasputin, "Life of Man" of L. Andreyev and 
“Living Corpse" of L. N. Tolstoy performed in the V. Kirgisepp Theater (the first 
two plays were staged by M. Mikiver, the Andreyev play was done by E. Kerge, and 
“Living Corpse" by A. Shapiro). 


The political drama of A. Vakhemets is a dialogue on the social activity of man and 
the true essence of humanism. This dialogue occurs between the Bolshevik Viktor 
Kirgisepp (the actor M. Klooren) and the philosopher-idealist Herman Kayzerling 

(the actor M. Veynmann). The playwright, and the theater as well, tried in this 
work <o throw out all chance events that overshadow the ideological charge of the 
play, and through graphic examples to convince the audience how much more true 
“ymanity there is in the class, party positiion of Kingisepp than in the abstractly 
contemplative humanism of Kayzerling. 


An attraction to parables is also noticeable in the two other productions. It is 
true that these parables have somewhat emotionally impoverished the dramatization 
of Rasputin's story, however, the theater has faithfully transmitted the essence 

of its moral lessons. E. Kerge, in staging the "Life of Man” of L. Andreyev, freed 
the play of the elements of mysticism and turned it into a meditation on the fate 
of the personality under conditions ofthe capitalist world and the fates of the 
culture of this world. The play is convincing in its logic. The staging of the 
Andreyev drama has something in common with the fresh, non-storybook solution of 
“Living Corpse" offered by A. Shapiro. The director does not contrast Fedya Pro- 
tasov {(M. Mikiver) who lives by his feelings, with the rational Viktor (A. Yukskyu- 
la). They are both victims of a lack of spirit which reigned in Russian reality 

at the end of the 19th century. They are victims of the bureaucratic machine. It 
is no accident that this place in the play is occupied by the police official, 
played by Yu. Viyding. “Living Corpse" has become a piominent event in the history 
of productions of the Russian classics on the Estonian stage. The need for this 
play is even more obvious on the background of the extremely subjective "digests" 
on the motifs of the Russian classics on the Molodezhnyy Theater Small Stage 
(primarily, “Hero of Our Times"). 


As always. in looking at the past season we ponder the outlook for the future. The 
republic theater still has a lot to do to form the feelings of the audience and 
satisfy its spiritual needs. I would like to hope that new, deep and truly civic 
works of the present will appear in the repertoire, and that a new step will be taken 
on the path towards artistic personification of the positive hero of our times. 

"To live by the interests of the people, to share joy and grief with them, to 
confirm the truth of life and our humanistic ideals, and to be an active partici- 
pant in communist construction, these are the true national roots and true party 
spirit of art," L. I. Brezhnev says in the report of the CPSU Central Committee to 
the 26th Party Congress. These are the guiding principles for the theater art of 
the Estonian SSR. It is the duty of future artistic achievements to steadily 
follow these principles.

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RAISING ESTONIAN WORKER QUALIFICATIONS

“A High Level of Skills for the Worker"] 


[Text] Job placement office notices quite frequently read: “Wanted, fitters and 
turners of the fourth and fifth categories, drivers of the first and second classes, 
electricians of the fifth category, smiths of the sixth category...." The list 
includes virtually all worker professions. But let us think for a moment--where 

are these highly skilled masters of their trade supposed to come from? In most 
cases they come (or, more precisely, move) from other enterprises in Tallinn. 





At the November (1978) CPSU Central Committee Plenum, speakers were already stress- 
ing that more attention would have to be paid in the early 1980's to economic 
intensification because other factors were diminishing dramatically, especially 

the possibility of enlisting the aid of new labor resources. 


Now the time has come to deal with problems in the training of specialists and 
skilled workers and raising the educational level of personnel. These objectives 
were set in the basic guidelines for the development of our country in 1981-1985 
and the period up to 1990. 


In the last 5 years around 200,000 new workers were trained in the republic, and 
more than 80 percent of them were trained directly on the job. For this purpose, 
our enterprises offer more than 900 theoretical training classes, with over 30,000 
workers attending these classes. Only a few isolated ministries and enterprises 
have shops, courses and academic training facilities for practical training, 
however. 


Only half of the republic ministries and departments‘and less than a third of the 
enterprises of union jurisdiction have been equipped with academic-production 
bases in accordance with the recommendations of the USSR State Committee for Labor 
and Social Problems--50 academic slots (2 classes) for 1,000 workers. This, 
unfortunately, is the “baggage” we have carried into the llth Five-Year Plan. 


The matority of ministries, state committees, departments and enterprises have 
made a significant effort to implement the decree of the CPSU Central Committee 
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and USSR Council of Ministers "On Measures for the Further Improvement of Worker 
Training and Advanced Training." For example, the republic Ministry of Motor 
Transport and Highways now has 57 well-equipped classrooms for 1,000 workers, 

82 percent of ail new workers undergo specially organized training courses, and the 
amount of time required for the advanced training of workers is constantly being 
reduced. In the last 5-year period, the republic Ministry of Meat and Dairy 
Industry built an excellent academic combine, which constantly overfulfills the 
plan for the training of new workers and has reduced the amount of time required 
for advanced training by almost two-thirds. 


The Main Production Administration for Power Engineering and Electrification also 
has an academic-production base: The academic combine has branches at virtually 
all Estonenergo enterprises and academic facilities for practical training (one of 
these is in Tallinn). The amount of time required for the retraining of workers 
is 3.4 years here, instead of the standard 5 years. 


At the same time, the Vol'ta Plant has only cne training class, and the Tallinn 
Experimental Jewelry Plant and the chemical-pharmaceutical plant have no place at 
ail where workers can increase their knowledge. The situation is slightly better 
at the Plant imeni M. I. Kalinin and enterprises of the Estonian SSR Ministry of 
Forestry. The workers of this ministry and these enterprises undergo advanced 
training once every 10 years at most. 


Some managers have never gone beyond solving this problem only on paper: If we 
could get along before, they reason, we will get along in the future. Recently, 
for example, the Estonian SSR State Committee for Labor checked the state of voca- 
tional training in the Estonian Shipping Line. It learned that the reports contain 
“pretty” figures, but the training and advanced training of workers were scattered 
among many production links and there was no single system for the management of 
these undertakings. 


The time has come for ministries, departments and enterprise collectives to take 

a discerning look at past accomplishments and determine specific ways of eliminat- 
ing shortcomings. This is stipulated in the joint decree of the AUCCTU Presidium, 
the State Committee for Vocational and Technical Education and the State Committee 
for Labor and Social Problems of the USSR on the unionwide inspection of worker 
training in the production process during 1981-1985.

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PADDING FIGURES A SERIOUS CRIME, SAYS JUDGE 


[Editorial Report] Baku KOMMUNIST in Azeri 23 August 1981 carries on page 2 a 1,600 
word article by I. Ismayylov, chairman of the AzSSR Supreme Court on padding produc- 
tion figures which is partially based on the 2 August 1979 Decree of the CPSU Cen- 
tral Committee “On Improving the Work of Protecting Legal Regulations and Strengthen- 
ing the Struggle Against Violations of these Regulations." The Central Committee of 
the AzCP “considers the inflation of figures an especially serious crime and is taking 
even sharper measures against transgressors...cheating the state by production 
leaders and responsible persons has a corrupting influence on those subordinate to 
them, teaches them disrespect for the law, creates a feeling of irresponsibility and 
leads to larceny, venality and abuses." Studies of the problem indicate that this 
crime takes place “in institutions and organizations of the ministries of construc- 
tion, communal housing, local industry and agriculture and some institutions subordi- 
nate to the Union." A number of recent examples are given. It is pointed out that 
"inflation of figures...is closely connected to a number of other economic crimes.... 
Experience shows that bonuses, prizes and other incentives will he given out without 
a basis.... Analysis of crimes involving intentional distortions in accounts and 

the inflation of figures relative to attainment of the plan demonstrates that there 
are different reasons for these actions: careerism, greed and the attempt to enter 
the ranks of forerunners by false means." It is pointed out thet inflating figures 
is punishable by up to 3 years imprisonment. "If, as a result of padding figures, 
prizes or other incentives are given illegally, these actions are considered as 
larceny in addition." Investigative and control organs share some responsibilities 
for the spread of this kind of crime. "Analysis shows that organs examining the 
truth of accountings have revealed the facts on cheating the state only three out of 
ten times." A number of examples are given. In addition it is noted that “there 
are serious mistakes in the activity of the courts. Some courts do not even define 
the extent of the crimes set up by the inflation of figures and other accounting 
distortions and do not illuminate the nature of these crimes in the actions of the 
transgressor." Furthermore, “some courts, procuracies and militia organs do not 
punish individuals guilty of padding figures according to the demands of the law,” 
The author concludes that an end must be put to “every kind of movement running 
counter to the interests of the state and people.”
